Colombia Wants Damages 


From the United Stat.es. 


HEUTIiADKPllACTlCALIiYltUINED 


She Claims the Most Favored Nation 


Clause- Protects Her Against 


Discrimination. 


WASHINGTON, May SI. — General Reg- 


nifo, the repruQuutntivG hero of 
tho 


republic of Colombia, oxpecta to bo au- 
thorized by liia government to present a 
claim against the United Statea for dam- 
ages sustained by Colombia by reason 
of President Harrison's proclamation of 
tariff retaliation. Secretary Elaine ef- 
fected reciprocity treaties with most of 
the South and Central American repub- 
lics, hut Colombia and ;i few other 
countries refuged to make such treaties. 
They were warned that if they held out 
against reciprocity they would be retali- 
ated against. 


This failed to effect any arrangement. 


Thereupon, at the suggestion of Secre- 
tary of State John \\', foster, who had 
succeeded Secretary Blame, President 
Harrison 
proclaimed 
discriminating 


tariff ratea against the coffee, hides, 
sugar and mollnsseB of Colombia. Thin 
practically ruined the trade of Colom- 
bia, as her coffee arid hides could not be 
sent to this country ngainst the competi- 
tion of Brazil, Mexico and other coun- 
tries which enjoyed freedom from duty 
under the reciprocity treaties. These 
exports to tho United States reached 
about 5,000,000 pesos, a poeo being 
worth about -l.j cents, but immediately 
after the proclamation they fell to almost 
nothing. 


Columbia protested iigiunst the retali- 


ation, claiming that thy most, favored 
nation clause of thu treaty with thu 
United .States protected tier ngainattho 
tariff discrimination. Secretary Foster 
and the Colombian minister, Senor Hur* 
tado, carried on a sharp and very per- 
sonal correspondence, and the minister 
finally left Washington with the state- 
ment tlmt ho would not return, until ft 
settlement was effected. 
No settlement 
was ever adopted, and the submission of 
Colombia's claim for losa and damage 
sustained will bo the result.

The Women and Children 


All Went Down. 


WERE IN THEIR STATE ROOMS 


Survivors State That the Purser Got 


Clear of the Steamer in a 


Well-Maimed Boat. 


SAX FiiASfisco, May 31.— -The fore- 


bodings of friends of the passengers and 
crew of the Colima wore exceedingly 
gloomy thia morning, and few cherished 
any hope of the survival of those 
hitherto unaccounted for. The Pacific 
Mnil StcamBhip Company declared that 
it had received absolutely no word from 
the scene of tho disaster. Mrs. C. II. 
Gushing, mother of tho two young men 
who were passengers on tho Colima, re- 
ceived a message from the son picked up 
by the San Juan, dated Mazatlan, as 
follows: "Am here; returning on San 
Juan," 


Late this afternoon a message wits re-

.It is a curious *|iiestioii whether the 
American workman's hipher productive 
•capacity ia moro the result of increased 
wages or the higher wasea »re the more 
due to the creator capacity. 
There 


seems, however, to he one exception to 
the rule that workmen are paid in pro- 
portion to their productive capacity. 
Mr. Mulhall eayu Unit a careful compar- 
ison between the conditions in dillerent 
countries indicates that an ordinary 
farm hand in the United States raises as 
much grain as three in Encland, four in 
France, five in Germany or aix in Aus- 
tria. Referring aj;aiii to the wage table, 
you will ascertain tliat the farm hand in 
the United States receives but about 50 
per cent more wages than does a similar 
laborer in England. He raises three 
limes as much grain ; he receives but 
one-half more wages. The American 
farm hand is the exception to the ap- 
parent rule, tie may justly flatter hiui- 
eeH on bis capacity to do work, but his 
capacity to draw pay ia not a* cheering. 
But when we have eutliciently vitiated 
our national blood with that of the 
Orient, 
of Ethiopia, of Cossack anil 


Kalmuck and Hun, do you imagine that, 
our productive capacity per workman 
will atill excel that of the rest of the 
world? Jf 8f>, why? 


Before Secretary ol tho Treasury Car- 


lisle can 
hope to 
IH> an iwceptable 


teacher ol the people on financial imes- 
tione it will he necessary for him to con- 
vince them that lie hue not made a 
disgraceful failure in hie alleged manage- 
ment of tho imam-fa of the government 
under the present administration, A 
secretary of tlie treasury who issues the 
bonds of tho government and sells them 
to a select syndicate at private sale, at a 
price which nets that syndicate an im- 
mediate profit of over $10,000,003, rep- 
resenting a corresponding loss to the 
people, is hardly in a position to set 
himself up as an iiiBtructor of finances. 


The unprecedented features of the 


bond issue in question were either the 
result of gross ignorance on the part of 
the Secretary of the Treasury and hia 
advisers, or they were due to something 
infinitely worse. Viihlic opinion is di- 
vided as tit the mental and moral con-

SECOND CROP GRAPES. 


A Correspondent Says They Should 


Not Be Made Into Raisins. 


EDITOI: KKITBI.ICAN :-—Now that tho 


recent free/Jugs in the east have de- 
stroyed so extensively tho coining crops 
of fruit in that section ot the country, 
the people will liuve to look to California 
for ft Biipplv. It remains now for ua to 
say whether we will profit by our fruit. 
This depends wholly upon how wo mar- 
ket it. It ia now manifest that a gri»a 
f. 


miatnko was made last season in our 
making a second crop of raisins. Thia 
second crop, or a large portion of it, re- 
mains unsold, find will not return coat 
of curing, just aa the former second crops 
proved u loss to the grower, and as every 
second crop will for years to cotno prove 
a loss, if dried. 


This is not nil. Still greater losa ta 


sustained by bringing tlio second crop 
into competition with tho first crop. 
The second crop makes the overproduc- 
tion, which bronks the price und causes 
tho aanriflco of the llrst crop. 


Every grower and every packer and 


commission merchant, apprehensive of 
the tlnmnge arising from the second 
crop 
breaking 
prices, 
immediate- 


ly 
breaks 
tho 
prices 
for 
the 


purpose, each for himet-'U, to get hia 
puck off lirat. Hence the- Bncrifice. 
The first crop would now bring aa high 
nriuea as ever it did if there waa no 
iecond crop. No one can doubt this. 


"When tlrnt and second crop together 


on our young vines amounted to 'iio 
more than our present first crop we had 
no trouble selling in tho sweat box at 
twice the prices we now realize. 


Now we suspect thnt the past sad ex- 


perience has titught the grower a lesson 
which he refused to reason out for him- 
self; or. knowing butter, he had hoped 
to get tho better of bis fellow grower. 
He preached over production, and ad- 


iseu others to call a halt while ho went 


„"; producing all he coukl. Now he will 
hope to see his neighbors leave tlio sec- 
ond crop on the vines, or aell to the 
winery, while he may dry hl3own. IHit 
sure aa he lives there will bo enough 
like him who will do the same tiling, so 
that the second crop will again break 
the price of the first crop, and make a 
loss on both lirst and second crop. 


Aa there ia nothing in tho second 


crop, why so persistently spend so much 
money on it to make it sacrifice the first 
crop? They who make no raising of 
the second crop this reason, will save HO 
much loaa, while tlieir neighbors will 
loose on both or on tho second crop all 
they make on the firat. Should very 
many make only lirat cron, then poasi- 
bly some money may \IQ made on the 
Hret crop, which will be clear pain to 
the grower who does not make a loaa by 
drying second crop. 
So, aa it now 


stands, the grower who mnkee only 
first crop will come out better than the 
grower who puta his second crop on the 
market. You will be wise to hog the 
second crop, hut do not hog the market, 
if you wish to be a fat pig yourself. 
You tried it long enough to find that 
you do not have the sty to yourself.
